\ \ HEN one propofed it to Solon, 


the famous Athenian legiflator, that he fhould 
eftablifh equality at Athens, he replied, 
* Firft make trial of it in your own family.” 
Every family is a little commonwealth, or a 
government in miniature ; and every head 
of a family is a ruler, in whom is vefted, toa 
certain extent, legiflative, judicial and exec- 
utive authority. This important and vene- 
rable {tation requires prudence, benevolence 
and a happy mixture of moderation and firm- 
nefs. The two extremes of boundleis in- 
dulgence and tyrannical feverity are equally 
pernicious to the interefls of children. 


The child that is always indulged is in the 


way to be fpoiled. An enervated ftate of 


mind, together with refllefs difpofitions and 
diforderly habits are commonly the effets of 
too great a degree of parental indulgence.— 
Efop’s fable of the monkey, that in the yearn- 
ings of her motherly fondnefs {queezed her 
young one & death, zptly denotes the blind 
affection of thofe parents, who lay no ref- 
traints upon their children ; but devote 
the:nfelves to the gratification of all their ab- 
furd whims and perverfe humours. Such 
parents, while they make themfelves the 
flaves of thofe whom they ought to govern, 
commonly reap the bitter fruits of their mif- 
guided fondnefs, in the undutiful behaviour 
of their offspring toward them ; which often

increafes with the increafe of age. 
ters of diftinguifhed piety and worth have 
fometimes been marked with this feible.— 
Two very remarkable and melancholly in- 
{tances are given in facred hiftory. 


It is there attefted by the reproving voice 
of Heaven concerning Eli, that ‘* his fons 
made themfelves vile, and he reftrained them 
not." His extreme indulgence toward them 
feems to have been the fatal caufe of that 
horrid profligacy, which iffued in their utter 
deftruétion : and this flands on record as a 
folemn warning to all who fuftain the paren- 
tal relation. The fenior part of the family 
ot David feems alfo to have been ruined by 
the extreme indulgence of a father, whofe 
talents, in fonte refpe€is, were incomparable ; 
who poffeffed, in a fuperlative degree, the fi- 
ner feelings of the human heart; and yet, 
under peculiar temptations, fell into crimes 
of the blackeft hue ; which were fucceeded 
by the loweft profirations of fincere repen- 
tance, the exercifes whereof he expreffed in 
language the moft pathetical, the moft hum- 
ble and contrite, that, perhaps, ever flowed 
from the lips or from the pen of man. The 
conduét of Ammon, Abfalom and Adonijah 
evinced the molt fhocking depravity ; and 


the facred penman remarked concerning the 


latter (the other two moft likely experienced 
a fimilar indulgence) that “ his father had 
not difpleafed him at any time, in faying, 
why haft thou done fo ?” To this unlimit- 
ed indulgence of their childhood and early 
youth may be fairly traced the rebellious dif- 
politions and attrocious condu&t of thofe 
young men; which overwhelmed their ta- 
ther in floods of anguifh, and “ brought 


down his grey hairs with forrow to the 
grave.” 


Equally pernicious, in its effeéts, is the } 


— 








oppolite extreme. An unreafonable rigour, 
in parental government, has a tendency to 
benumb the faculties of fome children, while 
it flimulates others to plunge with greedi- 
nefs into fcenes cf diffipation, as foon as they 
get tree from the domeftic yoke. 


Severus was a clergyman of refpe€table 
talents and irreproachable morals. An ene- 
my to vice, and fearing that his children 
might be infeéted with tke pollutions of a 
licentious age, he kept them, as much as pof- 
fible, from joining their equals even in the 
innocent amufements of youth. Inthe mean 
while, his manners toward them were auf- 
tere and forbidding, infomuch that they were 
ready to tremble at his prefence. It has 
been frequently remarked, that, whenever 
Severus entered a room where his children 
were fitting, they were inftantly fruck mute, 
and would rife up altogether and leave the 
room, or elfe fleal out of it, one after anoth- 
er. This rigid difcipline had effeéts dire@ly 
contrary to the intentions and expeétations 
of the pious father : for his fons, who were 
naturally fprightly and aétive, as foon as 
they had obtained that liberty lor which they 
had long panted, became the moft wild aad 
diffipated young men inthe place. 

Avaro is a wealthy farmer ; and dread- 
ing, above all things, left his fons fhould be- 
come fpendthrifts, he has always been careful 
to hedge in their path with thorns. The pe- 
riod of their early youth, deprived as welb-of 
the neceflary allowance of recreation, as of 
any confiderable degree of {chool-inftruétion, 
was confumed in inceffant toils.. When 
they grew up and married, their father, plant - 
ing them around him, fill fubje Ged them to 
the tight rein of parental government, and, 
with a watchful eye, direfted and sage 
the whole of their concerns, “ Will you 
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plant a few peas, to day, for fummer- 
reens ?”’ faid the wite vt one of his fons to 


age. “J will go,’ replied the dutiful fon, 
“and confult my father upon it.” 


“he fons 
of this over-careful father m: ay never be 


ipendthrifts ; ; but they will always be hil. 
dren. 

Between the aforementioned extremes in 
family government, there is a Golden Meaa; 
and happy are thofe who find it. In this 
number are Patreclus and his wite Eudocia. 
Refpe@able in their behaviour at home, as 

well.as abroad, they have obtained the [pon- 
taneous refpect of their family. The firfl 
Icffon they taught their children was obedi 


CG 
ence to their authority: By carefully check- 


ing and cropping the fill buddings of ob- 
flinacy, they eafily moulded them to the hab- 
its of fubmiffion and order. By noticing 
and encouraging in them ‘ whatfoever things 
are virtuous and lovely,” they excited in 
their minds a ftrong defire to excel. Their 
precepts, being uniformly enforced by a cor- 
refpondent example, are refpeéitully receiv. 
ed and cherifhed, and become * written, as it 
were, on the heart.” While they are care- 
ful to habituate their children to {pend their 
time induftrioufly and ufefully, they never 
geny them innccent and fea! fonable amufe- 
‘ments ; and, in the mean time, are at pains 
to convince them that the re ‘ltraints and pro- 
hibitions, which they lay upon them, are ne- 
ceflary and kindly intended, and condugive 
to their bet baleret. They make no difplay 
of parental authority. No terrific red was 
ever hung up in their houfe. /atroclus is 
not feen ftorming with rage, and ** breathing 
gut threatning,”’ and NRNEMIEE, Eudocia 
feldom {cold or frets, and the, as feldom, is 
difobeyed. The authority, which they exer- 
cife over their gpa is fo happily blend- 
ed with mildne! s, courtely and affability, that 
t* the yoke is cafy and the burden is light.” 
‘With a mild voice, they fay to their chil- 
dren, Go,” and they go. ** Come,” and 
they come ; ‘* do this,’ and they do it.— 
‘And this prompt obedience fprings more 
from affeélion tham fram fear; it is the fin- 
gere hemage of mingled refpeft and Jove.

The constitution is a charter of erants and reserva-

tablishing the court, and the oficer is appointed, the 
provision in the constitution respecting his,continuance 
uitaches upon their law.

Nothing appears more obvious.

ON the 1gth of March, 1802, during the 
feffion of Congrefs at Wathington, Jonathan 
Dayton, one of the Senators then attendin, 
trom the ftate of New- Jerfey, fuftained a lofs 
of a pair of black filk ftockings in an un- 
common manner. On undrefling himfelt 
at bed-time, his ftockings were the laft of his 
garments which he took off. The weather 
being cold, he wore two pair, the inner of 
wool and the outer of filk. Whenhe ftrip- 
ped off the filk ftockings, he let them drop 
on a woollen carpet lying by the bed-fide, 
and one of his garters, which was of white 
woolen ferret, fell down with the ftockings. 
The under ftockings, on being pulled off, 
were thrown at foie diftance, near the foot 
of the bed.—He obferved, on feparating and 
removing the filk ftockings from the woolen 
ones, that there was an unufual {napping and 
fnarkling of eleétric matter. But as he had 
been long acquainted with the appearance, it 
attraéted but tranfient notice. 

He fell afleep, and remained undifturbed 
till morning, when the fervant entered to 
kindle the fre. The man obferved that one 
of the leather flippers, lying on the carpet, 
and partly covered by one of the flockings, 
was very much burnt. Mr. Dayton then 
rofe, and found that the leather over which 
the flockings had laid was converted to a 
coal, The ftockings were changed to a 
brown, or what is commonly called a butter- 
nut colour. And although, to the eye, the 
ftitches of the legs, and even the threads of 
their clocks, appeared to be firm and entire, 
yet, as foon as an attempt was made to touch 
and handle them, they were found to be whol- 


ily deftitute of*cohefion, their texture and 


fruéture being altogether deflroyed. Noth- 
ing but aremnant of carbonic matter was lett, 
except that a part of the heel of one of the 
ftockings was not decompofed. , 

Though this deftruétion of the Rockings 
took place during the night, when nobody 
faw the manner and circumflances of the pro- 
cefs, yet there was evidence enough of the 
evolution of much caloric while it was go. 
ing on : for every thing in contaét with the 
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ftockings was turned to a coal or cinder. Be- 
fide the flipper before mentioned, the garter 
was burned. It had fallen nearly on the car- 
pet, and partly on and between the ftockings. 
As far as it touched the flockings it was _per- 


fe&tly diforganifed and carbonated, and im- 


mediately beyond that limit was as, 
ever.

This part of the ftocking was decom- 
pofed like the reft, and the floor very much 
{corched where it had lain. 

There was very little fire on the hearth, 
and the little there was, was eight or nine feet 
diftant. The candle had been carefully ex- 
tinguifhed and ftood on atable tn another di- 
re€tion, and about equally diftant. Indeed, 
no application of burning coals or of lighted 
candies could have produced the effeéts 
which have been defcribed. It would. feem 
that the combuition, if it may be fo called, 
proceeded from a furcharge of anticrouon 
(caloric) or eleétron (eleétricity) in the filk, 
accumulated by means not well underftood ; 
and that, not being referable to any known 
extant agent, it may, in the prefent ftate of 
our information, be termed fpontaneous. 

The fubftances chiefly confumed were 
leather, wool, filk, and refinous wood. ‘The 
linen lining of the flipper was indeed deftroy- 
ed as far as the leather it touched was def- 
troyed. But where it did not come in con- 
taét, itefcaped ; andthe fire fhowed no dif- 
pofition to burn even the linen beyond the 
boundaries prefcribed to it on the leather. 

What is the theory of this phenomenon ? 
With what other facts 1s it immediately con- 
neéted ? Whatever men of fcience may de- 
termine on thefe points, one thing feems to 
be evident, that if fpontaneous combuftion 
can happen thus in fuch bodies as leather, filk 
and wool, that inftances of its occuring in 
bodies eafier to burn are more frequent than 


is generally fuppofed.
